Fires Start; Tremors 
Are Felt Throughout 
Southern California 


BAKERSFIELD 
Calif 
-Two 
sharp earthquake jolts hit B akers­ 
field early today, starting two fires 
and sending frightened residents 
into the streets as windows broke 
and bricks fell from previously' 
dam aged buildings. 
The new trem ors at 12 05 a.m . 
(PDT) and 1:02 a.m ., were felt 
throughout Southern California, in­ 
cluding the Los Angeles area, but 
were strongest in Bakersfield 
A num ber of patients were eva­ 
cuated from the county hospital 
here. One six-room house was bad­ 
ly dam aged when a gas line to a 
w ater heater was broken by the 
trem or, the county fire depart­ 
ment reported. A portion of the 
roof of a m achine shop collapsed. 
Sheriff’s Sgt. Carl L, Weber said 
he believed the shock was as in­ 
tense but didn’t last as long as 
the July 21st earthquake that left 
a toll of 13 dead, 12 of them in 
Kern County. 
Shortly after the first trem or 
residents reported they heard a 
loud explosion. However sheriffs 
officers 
said 
they 
believed 
the 
noise probably was from the earth­ 
quake rather than an explosion. 
In down town Bakersfield some 
windows were broken and bricks 
from 
previously dam aged 
walls 
fell. 


Another trem or was felt, here 
and in Los Angeles, at about 1:02 
a.m . (PDT). 


Today’s 
quakes 
were 
not 
as 
widespread as the original trem or. 
Although felt in the Los Angeles 
area 
there were no reports of 
trem ors in the San Francisco area 
to the north or San Diego at the 
southern end of the state. The July 
21st trem or was felt from San 
Francisco to the Mexican border. 
Other Kern County towns were 
shaken by the quakes today. How­ 
ever at Tehachapi, which bore the 
brunt of the original one, sheriff’s 
deputy Charles Scott said there 
was no evidence of additional dam ­ 
age. At nearby Taft, residents ran 
into the streets this m om ing and 
California highway patrol officer 
Richard Clark said it was the m ost 
severe this town had experienced 
since July 21.

It is hard to determine what United Steel­ 
workers of America won for its members; in 
any event it is not a thing which can be ap­ 
praised objectively .

About 15 million tons of iron which would 
have been in stockpiles south of the Great 
Lakes is in stockpiles north of the Great Lakes 
instead.

Instead of confining her abundant energ ies 
to thing s which the wife of a Latin-American 
dictator ordinarily would be interested in, she 
chose to be interested in the people of Arg en­ 
tina. 
It is no my stery why the people of Arg en­ 
tina responded with a depth and breadth of re­ 
spect and admiration which made Eva Peron 
as powerful in Arg entina as her husband, the 
dictator—perhaps more powerful. 
No one in Arg entine politics previously had 
g iven the ordinary people of the country any 
consideration. Eva Peron was their first friend. 
She was beautiful. She was talented. And she 
was one of them; they ioved her for that, too 


THE MOST RECENT case in 
point was when James M. Cox, 
Democrat, 
ran ag ainst Warren 
Harding , Republican, in 19 20. 
No­ 
body at that time thoug ht for 
a 
moment that Harding was even in 
the same class with Cox so far 
as qualifications for the presidency 
were concerned. Harding had been 
a rather colorless senator while 
Cox had three times been elected 
g overnor of Ohio, a Republican 
state. 
Aa for campaig ning , Cox toured 
the country from coast to coast 
and made excellent speeches and a 
fine impression on the voters who 
heard him. Harding stay ed at Ma­ 
rion, Ohio, and conducted what 
was known then as a “front porch” 
campaig n. He made a few speeches 
to visiting deleg ations. His ad­ 
dresses were full of ponderous 
phrases and ambig uities. 
Cox embraced the 
Woodrow 
Wilson record and championed the 
Leag ue of Nations which Wilson 
had sponsored. He started just as 
Governor Stevenson has done this 
time by accepting the record of 
the preceding Democratic adminis­ 
tration and standing on it. This 
correspondent was sy mpathetic to 
the Wilson international 
policies 
and was impressed with the ability 
of Cox. 
Traveling westward to the Pa­ 
cific Coast, this writer left the Cox 
campaig n train 
at the 
Pacific 
Coast in order to make an inde­ 
pendent investig aion and, on re­ 
turning eastward, discovered to his 
surprise that people didn’t bother 
to ask about Cox or discuss his 
abilities—they were just fed up 
with the Wilson administration and 
wanted a “chang e.”

Corp., g ave one answer. He told of 
an ultra-sonic siren which does 
much in eliminating one of the 
many air pollution hazards. 
The device emits sound waves 
bey ond the rang e of human hear­ 
ing , which shriek throug h dust 
chambers at steel mill open hearih 
installations and bind the particles 
into larg er pieces for easy collec­ 
tion and disposal. Vajda reports 
that certain fumes already have 
been controlled by this unique me­ 
thod. 
Another warrior in the battle for 
cleaner air is the A e r ody n e , 
which utilizes conical shaped g im­ 
micks with slotted sides. Gases 
pass throug h the larg er ends of the 
cones and sharp chang es of direc­ 
tions taken by the g ases throug h 
thousands of slots prevent particles 
of impurities from reaching the out 
side. They pass throug h the small

Governor Dever’s key note speech 
was a party document which laid 
down the line for the campaig n. 
Ag ain, I must contrast the posi­ 
tive presiding tactics of Speaker 
Sam Ray burn and his Republican 
counterpart, 
Joe 
Martin. 
Ray ­ 
burn, in his very first words, as­ 
sumed the full authority of his po­ 
sition and challeneg ed all recalci­ 
trant elements in the convention to 
behave like g entlemen. He killed 
a fig ht on the platform with cour­ 
ag e and skill. 
His was a swift, 
sharp handling of difficult situa­ 
tions. 


THE DEMOCRATS had the ad­ 
vantag e of having watched the Re­ 
publicans’ performance, and seeing 
how horrid it was.
